be ready 10 send a name to the senate 
In November or December and before 
you do so, my resignation should be in 
your hands. I find myself on the eve 
of sailing for England, to attend the 
sessions of the Alaska boundary tri- 
bunal, and I am quite unable to judge 
how many months I shall be kept 
away from this country, and 1 there- 
fore now tender my resignation of the 
office of Secretary' of War to take ef- 
'ect upon the appointment and quali- 
fications of my successor. I shall carry 
with me unabated loyalty to your ad- 
ministration, confidence In the sound 
Conservatism and patriot.c unselfish- 
ness of your policy 
and 
enduring 


gratitude for the kindness and con- 
ideraticn, which yonr friendship has 
lonored me. I shall net cease to ap- 
reciate the sympathy and loyalty to 
President McKinley, with which you I 
ook and carried on his work—and I 
hall always be happy to have been a 
iart of the administration directed bj 
our sincere-and rugged adherence to 
ight and devotion to the true inter- 
sts of our country.
